Criminal Investigations

Monthly Cases Report Summary for March 2018

The detectives of the Criminal Investigation Division of the Lincoln Police Department conducted
further investigation on 15 active criminal investigations in the month of March. The types of
investigations are listed but due to the sensitivity of those investigations, specific information is not
available to for release.

e (6) Investigations were narcotics related. These cases involved the manufacture/delivery of
controlled substances, the production of methamphetamine, controlled substance trafficking,

drug induced aggravated battery.

(5) Investigations involved sexual offenses. These crimes involved both adults and children with
offenses including predatory criminal sexual assault, criminal sexual assault and criminal sexual
abuse.

e (2) Investigations involved crimes against persons. These investigations child abuse and neglect
and attempted murder.

e (2) Investigations were property related crimes. Those involved Theft and Forgery.
e (5) Search warrants were executed to further investigations in these cases.

e Two officers of the Criminal Investigations Division continued to participate in a multi-
jurisdictional drug task force, conducting joint investigations with other local, state, and federal
agencies.
